whence he was removed to Trinity - College c), 
Dublin, where he was admitted an ufher «i) 
the ii^h of June 1744» ^^ the univerfity, he 
exhibited no fpecimen of that genius which dif- 
tinguifhcd hinj in maturer years. On the 27th 
of February 1749 ^- S. e)^ - two years after 
the regular time, he obtained the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts f). Intending lo devote him- 
felf to the ftudy of fhyfic, he Jeft Dublin and 
proceeded to Edinburgh, in 1751, where he 
continued till the beginning of 1754$ when, 
having iinprudently engagdd to jpay a confiderable 
Turn of money for a fellow - ftudent , he w^as 
obliged precipitately to quit the place.

CoUege. On bis being fet at liberty^ he took 
k pallage on board a Dutch fhip lor Rptter* 
^am; from whence after a fhort ftay, he 
proceeded to Brulfels. He then viHted a great 
part of Flanders; and after pafling fome time 
at Strasbourg and Louvain , where he obtained 
tile degree -of Bachelor of Phylic, he accom- 
panied an Englifh gentleman h) to Geneva »). 

This tour w^as made for themoft part on foot. 
He had left England with little money , an4 
beiBgof a thoughtlefs difpoHtion, and at that 
^^t^jlefdng a body capable of fuftaining any 
^^iigiie, he proceeded refolutely in gratifying hi$ 
canoiity^ by the fight of different countries. 

He had Come knowledge of the French 
language and of mufic; he played tolerably 
^'(11 on the German flute I^), which now at 
Junes became the means of his fubCftence. 
His learning procured him an hofpitable recep- 
^ott at moft oT the religious houfes that he viu- 
^^t and his mufic made him welcome to the 
pMfaws of Flanders and Germany.

ted to entertain perfons of a higher ranlk, they 
always thought my performance odious, and 
never ixiade me any return for my endeavours 
to pleafe them." 

*» On his arrival' at Geneva, he was recom- 
xnended as 'a proper perfon for a travelling 
tutor 1) to a young gentleman; w^ho had been 
unexpectedly left a conliderable fortune by the 
death of his* uncle. 

This connection laftJi^^ but a fhort time; 
they difagreed in the foullv of France, and 
parted. Friendlefs and deftitute, be \«^as again 
left expofed to all the miferies of indigetlce in 
a foreign country. He, how^ever, bore them 
with great fortitude; and having this time fa- 
lisfied his curiollty abroad, he bent his courfe 
towards England, and arrived at Dover ^\ 
the beginning of the year 1768. 

On his return he found himfelf £6 poor, 
that it was with difficulty he w^as enabled to 
reach London with a fev halfpence n) only in

He was an entire ftranger and 
without any recommendation. He offered him- 
felf to feveral apothecaries, in ,the character 
of a journeyman, hut had the mortillcation to 
End every applipation ivithout fuccefs. 

At length he 'was admitted into the houfe 
o/a chemilt near FiDi- Street -Hill o) and was 
employed in his laboratory , until he difcovered 
the refidence of his friend Dr. p) Sleigh, who 
pationifed and fup ported him. - ^ 

„It w^as Sunday, laid Goldfmith,** whon 
I paid him a vilit, and it is to be fuppofed, 
in my belt clothes. Sleigh fcarcely knew me. 
— Such is the tax the unfortunate pay 
to poverty. However, when he did recol- 
lect me , I found his heart as ^warm as ever ; 
wid^e f bared his purfe and his friendCbip with 
me, during his continuance in London. 

Dr. Sleigh afterwards fettled as a phylician 
at Cork q), his native city, and was ^^Jfi'ijg 
rapidly into eminence, when he was cut oft, 
in the flower of his • age , by an . inflam[imatory 
fever, M^hich at once deprived the. world oF 
a iine fcholar, a fkilful phylician, and an 
honeft inan. 

By t^ recommendation of the chemift, who 
W in ,Goldfmith talents above his condition^ 
lae foon after became an afliftant to Dr. Milner,

His next orginal work was his comedy of 
She Stoops to Conquer, or the Mi ft a^- 
kesof a Night, which w^as acted at Co vent 
Garden, in 177^; and notwithftanding the 
opinion of Mr. Colman ^) and fome others^ 
tiat there were parts in it too farcical, it met 
Willi great fuccefs, land reftored the public 
\^\i to his good opinion. — The hrft ©ight of

This be lamented in fe- 
cret, but took no effectual means for the cure

JEriendfbip of the world, and though he meant 
tiot immediately, at leaft, to pubUfh Retali- 
ation, he Kept it, as he expreffed hdmlelf 
to a frien49 m^s a rod in pickle &) upon any 
future occalion; but this occaTion never pre* 
Tented itfelf: A more a-w£uI period was now 
approaching , when lungs as well ^ poets cea{!o 
from their labours." 

He had been for fome years afflicted with 
a ftrangury, which, with the derangement of 
his worldly affairs, brought on a kind of habi- 
tual defpondency, in which he uUtt to eKprefs 
„his great indifference about life.** At length, 
in March i774i^ being feized with a nervous 
fever, he, againft the advice of his phyliciai^ 
took fo large a portion of Jamef's powder l>) 
that it was fuppofed to havis contributed to 
his diffolution, on the 4^ of April 1774. after 
an ilhiefs of ten days, in the 45 tH year of 
his age. He w^as buried in the Temple Church- 
yard c), the 9 th of die fame mondi. A pom- 
pous funeral was intended; but moft of his 
friends fent excufes, and a few coffeehoufe 
acquaintances, rather fuddenly collected toge^j 
4her, attended his remains to the grave. A 
monument has llnce been erected to his memory, 
in Weftminfter - Abbey , ^t the expence of the 1 
literary oiub to which he belonged, with the 
following epitaph | written by Dr. Johnfon :

„0f poor dear Dr. Goldfmith," Dr. John- 
Jon writer Mr. Bofwell, July 4, 1774» j)tfaere 
^ little to be fold , more than the papers have 
'i^de public. He died of a fever ^ inad6, I 
^ afraid, more violent by uneailnefs of mind. 
^'s debts begaii to be heavy, and all his re- 
wurces were exhaufted. Sir JoDiua (Re^ymolds) 
is of opinion, that he ovred no lefs than two 
^toufand pounds. Was ever poet fo trufted 
fcefore ? *' 

His Mifcella:neous Effays in profe and 
Terfe were collected into one volume, 8vo, 
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1775. His Poetical and Dramatic Worl< 
were collected , and printed in 2 vols , 8v 
1780. An edition or his Mifcellane on 
Works was printed ^ at Perth, 3 vols, 8v 
1793. His Traveller and Defer ted Vi 
luge have been frequently reprinted, and wii 
* his Retaliation and other pieces, vi^ere receive 
into the edition of the „En§liIli Poets," 1790. 

With fome avrltward impediments and p 
culiarities in his addrefs, perfon^^nd tempo 
Goldlmith attained a fhare of literary eminent 
and emolument, whidi, with common prudence 
might have protected the remain^^ of his Hi 
•from the irritating uncertainties^ ot want. I 
the courfe of fourteen years , . ihe produce c 
his pen is faid to have amounted to mo^e thai 
eight thoufand pounds. But all this was reii 
dered ufelefs by an improvident liberality, ^vhicl 
prevented him from .1 diftingui tiling ^properly thi 
objects of his generolity, and an imh^ppy at 
tachment to gaming, ^th the arts of w^hic 
he was very little acquainted/ He "wa&^f 
humane in his difpolition, that his '1 aft guine 
w^as the general boundary of his muiiiBcenc^ 
He had two or three poor authors always a 
penlioners , befides feveral widows . ind poo 
boufekeepers , and w^hen he had qq. money t 
give the latter, he aWays fent ttfem awa 
w^ith fhirts or old clothes , and fometimes witi 
the 'whola contents of his breakf aft -table, Xaying 
with a fmile of fatisfaction , after they wer 
gone, „Now^ let me fuppote, I have ate 
heartier breakfaft than ufual, and am nothin 
out of pocket." ' He was always very read 
to do fervice to his friends and acquaintance 
by recominendatioiiS}^ etc., and ^s he U^^^ 
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latterly much, with the great waridj and was, 
much refpected', be very often fucceeded^ and 
felt his beft reward, in the gratification of 
Joing good. Dr. Johnfon Knew him e^rly, and ' 
always fpoke as refpcctfully of his heart as of 
la\s talents. Goidfmith, in lome refpeck, con- 
ciliated his good opinion by almoft never con- 
tradicting him; and Di:\. Johnfon, in return, 
laughed at his oddities, w^hich only ferved as 
little foils to his talents and moral character. 

„His perfon," fays Mr. Bofwell, „in his 
iife of Dr.. Johnfon," was fhort, his coun- 
tenance Gj»(rfe.Tand vulgar, his deportment that 
'J^aCc^ar, awJs.wardly affecting the complet^^ 
gentJefem. No man had the art of difplajdpg 
w\\ii more adi^antage as a w^riter, w^hatever 
Viteray ftcaqifttions he made. His ^miiid rp- 
Wed » fertile J but thin foil; there was a 
^"'cli, but not a ftrong vegetation of .whate* 
^^f chanced "^to be throwTi upon' it. No deep 
^^^ could be ftrucK. The oak of the foreft 
l^i'l not grow there; but th^ elegant fhrubr 
°^iy, and the filagrant parterre appeared in 
SnuuccefG.on. It has been generally circula-

But in^truth tlii« has been greatly exaggerated. 
He had, no doubt, a more than comuion 
fhare of that hnrry of ideas , which 'wc often 
find in his countrymen » and which fotnetimes 
produces a laughable confuCon in expreffiiig 
them. He was very ' much what the French 
call un etourdi; and from vanity, and an 
eager defire of being coufpicuous wherever he 
was, he frequently talked careleffiyj without any 
knowledge of the fubject, or even i^itl|wt thought. 
Thofe who were in any wdty dift^guifhed, 
excited' envy in him to fo ridiculous anWxcefs, 
that the inftances of it are hardly crifiible. 
He, I am told, had no fetded^ fyCttikn oj^ any 
fort, fo that his conduct muff not be too ftricdy 
criticifed; but his affections! werd focial and 
generous, and when he had money, he |[ave 
it away liberally. His deiire ot imaginary 
confequence predominated o|er. his attention to 
truth. I 

As a profe writer ^ Goldfmith mvSxi be 
allowed to have rivalled, and even excoPded 
Dr. Johnlon, and bis imitator, Dr4 Hawke- 
fworth h), the moft celebrated profeUiotiaLprofe

The Traveller fits hini down (as ftie 
expreffes it) on an eminence of the Alps, mA 
from thenc^ tal^es a view of the feveral iking^ 
doms that lie around him, »ot with the cin- 
tracted eye of a reclufe, but with* the» lihetdl 
fpirit of a man who rightly cdniiders and Im-

The general idea ii 
inculcates is this, that commerce, by an enor 
tnous introduction of wealth, has augmented the 
number of the rich, who, by exhaufting the 
provilion of the poor, r^uce them to the ne- 
ideOity y of emigration. The poem opens -with 
an apoftrophe to its fubject, with w^hich the 
imagination may. be pleafed, but w^hich will 
jioth fully fatisfy the „iudgment. The «illag^ 
deverlions are perhaps iniifted «on wiA too 
much prolixity and amplification* .But w^ are 
recompenfed for this generality and redundance, 
.by the claffical and. beautiful {> articular ifey and 
.concifenefs of the context ; ft he i^daiicifag 
pair, the fwain miftrilCtlefs pf/hs^is 
fmutted face, the bafhful virgin, ( 
The paragraph in general has much, in accuracy, 
efpecially a difgufting identityiof diction; tiie 
\irord bowers occurs tw^\cc. that "^jF^J 
fweet thrice, and charms Vn^ fport /in-i 
gular or plural , • four times. VWe have %lfo 
toil remitting, and toil tair(j|^t to P^^- 
fe, fucceeding fports, and iJ^o«4»fr-'1^th 
Iweet fuccefiion.

Wherever there is property, there muft of 
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neceflity be poverty and riches. The apoftro- 
phe to Retirement is ^beautiful , but fanci- 
ful; for him who retires into the courttry to 
crown a youth of labou_r "witlx an age 
of eafe, the mine muCt be explored, 
tlie deep tempted, and.

The paragraph beginning , Sweet was 
ihe found etc. has uncommon merit. The 
circumftances it defcribes are obvious in nature, 
bat never in poetry; and they are defcribed 
vith great force and elegance. The parUculars 
are moft happily felected; and they bear one 
Bnifor^^JBiBbQItent character, that of a fober 
w fefraie chqerfulnefs. The Matron gather- 
^^uwater ^creffes, is a fine picture. 
Wtlfc Aubiirrt, is defcribed as florifhing, the 
^y«ge preacher is very properly intro- 
"fed and chalacterifed in a manner which 
'jpnis .almoftj^uAxceptionable , both for fenti- 
nt and e^^rfiHipn'. His contentment, hofpitality 
d piety, are jointed out with fuliicient par- 
^Mariiy, -^t x^thout confufion or redundan- 
ce* The copffi, the torn fhrubs, and' 
^^e garden flowa: that grows wild, are fine 
^tqral fiTofkes. J[, The good man, attended 
^y bi^ venerating parifhioners , and with a

The fine poetical inventory of the 
furniture, is fully equalled by the character 
of the guefts, and the details of their ainufe- 
tnents. It is not poetical fiction, bur hiftorical 
truth. But though nothing is invented, fome- 
thing is Xuppreffed. The ruf tic's hour of re- 
laxation is too rarely £o innocent; it is too 
often contaminated with extravagance, anger, 
and profanity; defcribing vice and^olly, how- 
ever^ 'wili not prevent their exifting; and, it 
is agreeable to forget ior a momeiir^^he rea- 
lity of their exiftence. The reff of the^poeiu 
' confifts of a . defcant on the mifapplicatll^ of 
wrealth , luxury , and the varfetj^ of artScial 
pleafures, and the miferies oUthofe, wAojLfor 
want of employment act homd, are driveiSto 
fettle new colonies abroad. L Xumultudus 
grandeur, and her rattAng*chari o*, 
glaring torches, etc. ar I finely contraCt^i 
with the diftrelsful lituation <S a poor proftii 
te. There is beauty in the limile of the p r i :

betrayer. Tbe detail of the emigration, id 
ginning, Do thine Iweet Auburn etc.,^s 
animated, and in general correctly- -i^iafi^. 
The paragraph. Good Heaven what for- 
fow etc. has many beauties. The heart muft 
be infeniible, indeed, which does not feel 
the force of pathos, in the circuioftances of 
the daughter relinquilhing her lover,* in order 
to attend her father; aftd the mother clafping 
bj^f thoughtlefs babes with additional tendernefs. 
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H^Ting ennmera^ted the domeftic virtues wfaick 
{ire leaving the country , with the inhabitantt 
ofAuburn, he concludes the poem^ xvitkt 
m addreCs to Poetry, in a ftrain of noble 
eothuiialxn, which would have done honour td 
any poet of any age. 

Of the Hel-mit, which lirft appeared id 
it Vicar of Wakefield, tlio public has 
long fince Judged. It is univerfally allowed 
to rank with the moft beautiful 1)allads in our 
language.^ A remarkable inftance of his imita«r 
ta of Young occurs in the following lines i;

Th ds in lefis than 
a f6rtnight *I h4d f6rmed them into r6mething 
focial and humane, ind had the pleafure 6f 
regarding myfelf Is -4 legiflator, whA had 
brought men from their native ferocity into 
friendfhip ind obedience. 

'And it wire highly to be "wifhed, that le- 
giriative power would thus direct the law- 
rath er to reformation than feverity. ,That it 
'tv'otild feem convinced thit the work 6f eradi- 
cating crimes is not b^ making punifhmenM 
familiar, bnt formidable. Thin inftead of 6ur' 
prefent prifans, which find 6r make ilien guil- 
ty , w^hich enclole wretches f6r the commiffion 
6£ one crime, and return them, if returned 
alive, fitted for the perpetration 6f th6u- 
.fands, wcfhoild fee, is in '6ther parts of 
Europe, pUces 6f penitence and folitude, 
where the accufed might b^ attended b^ fuch 
4s coild give them repentance if guilty, 6r 
new motives t6 virtue if innoc'ent. *And this, 
but n6t the increaling punifhraents, is the waLy 
to mind a ftate: nor cin *I avoid even ques- 
tioning the validity of that right w^hich focial 
combinations have aHumed of capitally pilnifh- 
ing ofFinccsis of a flight nature. 'In cafes of 
murder their right is 6bvious, as it is the duty 
of lis. all, from the law of f elf - defence , tA 
ciit (iff that man w^ho has fhown a difregard 
for the life 6f ann6ther. A^ainft fiich, all 
nature arifes in arms-; ibixt it Is n6t fo againft 
him who fteals mf property. Natural law 
gives m^ no right to t^e away his life, as 
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b^ tliit the horfe he fteals is as much his pro- 
perty as mine. 'If then 1 ha\re any right, it 
muft be fr6m a compact tnide bet^vecn us, 
that he who deprives the other of his horfe 
Ihall die. Biit this is a falfe ccSmpact; becaufe 
jio man has a right to barter his life, no more 
than to take it avp^ay, as it is n6t his own. 
'And bePide, the compac.t is inadequate, aiic 
would be fet aftde even in a court 6f mod en 
equity, as there is a great penalty for a very 
trifling convenience, fince it is far better that 
two men fhould live', than that one man fhouin 
ride. Bfit a compact that is falfe between two 
_men, is equally £b between an hundred, 6r an 
hundred thoufand; for as ten millions of cir- 
cles can never make a fquare , £o the uniteJ 
voice of myriads cannot lend the fmalleft foic- f 
dation to ialfchood. 'It is thus that reafoi: ( 
f peaks, and untutored nature fays the fame 
thing. Savages that are directed by natural 
law alone are very tender of jthe lives of each 
other, they.feldom fhed blood biit to retaliate 
JFormer criielty. 

'Our Saxon r) dnceftors, fiercfe its thef 
iK^ere in war, hid but few executix)ns in times

'In this fituation, man his called in the 
friendly affiftance , 6f pbilAfophy , and heavci 
feeing the incapacity of thit to confole hloi^ 
his given him the Aid 6f religion., The cod- 
folations 6f philofophy ire very ..amuiing, hit 
6ften fallicious. It telis lis that life is filled 
with c6mforts , if we will but enjo-Jr them ; aiA 
6n the 6ther hind, thit though we unavoida' 
bly hive miferies here, life is fh6rt, ind they 
will foon hi over. Thtis do thefe confolatiom 
deftro^ iach 6ther; f6r if life is a place of 
o^mfort, its fhortnefs miift be niiiery, ind if i 
be long, 6ur griefs ire protricted. Tbi 
phll6fophy is weak: biit religion c6mforts w 
in higher Ctrain. Min is here , it tells us , fit* 
ting up his mind, ind preparing it for an'^tbei 
abode. When ; the good man leaves the bodvi 
ind is all a glorious mind, he w^ill Find he hat 
be^n making himf^lf a Ji^aven 6f happineb 
here, while the wretch that his been maimei 
ind contiminated b^ his vices, Ihrinks froin 
his body with terror, ind finds thit he has 
anticipated the vengeance 6f heaven. To re- 
ligion thin w^e muft hold in every circumftance 
61 life f6r 6ur trueft c6mfort; for if already 
w4 ire hippy , it is a pleafure to think that we 
c^ make thit hippineCs unending ; ind if "^'^ 
ire miferable , it is very confoling to think th^ 
di^re is 4 place 6f reft. Thus to the fortunate, 
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religion holds 6ut a continuance 6f blifs, tA 
the wretched, a change fr6m p4in. 

But though religion is v^ry kind tS all m^n, 
(t has pr6mifed peculiar rewards to th^ unhap- 
py; the f(ck, the naked, the h6ufelefs, the 
aeavy - liden, and the prifoner, have ^ver moft 
Tequent' proraifes in 6ur facred law. The 
iuthor 6f 6ur religion every w^here profeffes 
aimfelf the wretch's Iri^nd, ind unlike the 
ulfe 6nes 6f this w6rld, beftows all his caref- 
Ces up6n th^ forlorn.
